In time it is to be hoped the sex question can be 
eliminated and candidates be judged solely on their 
fitness. In the present campaign a sincere effort 
seems to have been made to put .forward women 
candidates of high grade and this has encouraged 
interest among the most public spirited class of 
women in the county. Certainly now that the 
franchise has been extended to all women of voting 
age, it is desirable that the most intelligent element 
of the community should be recognized and brought 
actively into our political affairs.

NEW YORK AND THE WATERWAY. - 
(Minneapolis Journal. ] 

Former Gov. Alfred E. Smith of New York, writing 
in the Outlook, describes the freight congestion -of 
the port of New York, and the port plan for relieving 
it, through the agency of the port of New York 
authority, recently constituted by the states of New 
York and New Jersey. :

WIDOW’'S COMPENSATION.

And the 
Stars and Stripes will float over all 
America to Panama.”

OF JUDGE OWENS 
TO BE MONDAY 


John E. Owens, ‘former County 
judge and a leader in Democratic poll- 
tics, died yestérday morning at his 
home, 3335 Warren avenue, after an 
iliness of several months. He will be 


buried on Monday at Calvary, after 
solemn high mass at Our Lady of Sor- 
{Tows church, Jackson boulevard and 
Albany avenue, at 9:30 a. m. 

Judge Owens was a bachelor and de- 
voted to his mother, with whom he 
lived until her death a year ago. A 
year ago.he suffered an attack of 
rheumatism that rendered him almost 
an invalid. This weakened his heart, 
and his death was ane principally to 
heart disease. 

Judge Owens was 47 years old. He 
was born in Chicago and educated in 
the parochial schools and at Lake For- 
est university. He was admitted to 
the bar in 1896. 

His first political prominence came 
as a member of the Independence 
league. Following this he was selected 
by Mayor Harrison to be city attorney 
in 1901. He was a master in chancery 
previous to his election as county 
judge in 1910. 

Judge Owens was on the Democratic 
harmony ticket that swept the county 
and carried all into office. In 19123 the 
party was split over a county conven- 
tion held at the Seventh Regiment 
armory. Followers of the late Roger 
Sullivan had intrenched themselves in 
the convention and locked the doors 
to bar the Harrisonites. Judge Owens 
swung an ax on the barred doors and 
gained entrance. 

Another of his official actions was 
the disfranchisement of a large part of 
the voters of the First ward. He sent 
outsiders in to act as judges and clerks. 

This aided in his retirement from 
office, as the First ward voted solidly 
against him for renomination. :

Fruit Salad Dressing. 


Any combination of fruits may be 


salads, which are usually frozen like 
& mousse and must not be too stiff. 
In strawberry time salad may be of a 
beautiful pink shade. Fresh fruits and 
dried ones may be combined. Dates 
and raisins and nuts may be used. Of 
all the delicate fruit salads in the 
world those with raspberries in delicate 
combination are perhaps the supreme 
thing. 

Just as mousse with a little gelatin 
may have a quality desired, so we may 
use some gelatin in a fruit salad, or in 
the dressing, almost always in the end 
enhanced by whipped cream folded in 
with the fruit well covered with dress- 
ing. 

One teaspoon of gelatin to one cup of 
cooked dressing will be sufficient. Pro- 
ceed as follows: Beat one egg slightly, 
add to it one cup of sour cream, two 
tablespoons of vinegar, and one tea- 
spoon of gelatin which has been soaked 
for a few minutes in a tablespoon of 
cold water. For further seasoning add 
a teaspoon of sugar, or more if to taste, 
or none at all; one teaspoon of salt, one- 
fourth teaspoon of mustard or none 
at all if you do not approve of it in 
fruit salads, and a tiny bit of cayenne 
pepper or none. Cook together until 
mixture thickens.

Large Vocabulary 
of Sowerby Wins 
_ Praise in Symphony 


BY EDWARD MOORE. 
_ Leo Sowerby’s symphony was prob- 


‘| ably not the most popular number in 
the Chicago Symphany orchestra con- 


cert at Orchestra hall yesterday after- 
noon. The chances are that a straw 
vote would have put it in the exactly 
reversed position of Abou Ben Adhem. 
But it was just about the most inter- 
esting, if for no better reason than the 
diverse opinions registered about it. 
Mr. Sowerby wrote the piece last 
year shortly before he went to Rome, 
where he now is. It is his first sym- 
phony, but it is the same Sowerby, 
and an unfailingly astonishing person 
he is. No one among the younger set 
of composers has a larger vocabulary 


—the surprising thing is. that he has 


about as many ideas as means of 
stating them. 


Perhaps if his symphony was a bit 


hard to comprehend on first hearing it 
is because of his vocabulary. His ideal’ 


of orchestral writing would seem to be 
to keep all the instruments working all 
the time. At the ime his ideas 

are his own, and he refreshingly, 
unsentimental. So he 
cocks the cap of melody on one side 
of the tousled head of harmony and 
goes adventuring by himself, without 
the slightest regard for what others 
have found, or even looked for. 

When he comes back he has some 
thing. Notably in yesterday's sym- 
phony there was a first movement of 
great delight because of its sheer, 

perky impudence, and a second the 
same because of its sheer beauty. The 
third was not quite so successful in 


spite of such devices as an explosion 


of kettle drums all over the place,

OUT DESPAIR 


Save Warsaw from Reds 
and Boom Traffic.

The railways of Poland are the na- 
tion’s gage against misfortune. Gov- 
‘ernmentally owned and debt free, save 
for a smal] balance on the Warsaw- 
Vienne line, they are an asset of great 
value. 
The war wrecked trackage and equip- 
ment to which Poles fell heir at the 
beginning of their national existence, 
bas been developed into a smoothly 
operating transportation agency. They 
are still suffering from a deficit of lo- 
comotives, passenger cars and goods 
_ freight cars in comparisan with pre- 
war times, but they have decreased so 
materially the “out of order locomo- 
tives, cars and wagons” and increased 
_ the daily car movement over the roads 
to such an extent that the deficit is 
more statistical than real. 
Not content with repairing the old, 
the railroad chiefs have completed new 
lines.

CUT IN HALF FIRST

Only 2,000,000 Ton Out- 
put Reported. 


BY ARTHUR EVANS. 

The first week of the coal strike finde 
production in the open shop fields ap- 
parently running much lighter than 
the trade prophets were forecasting be- 
fore the walkout. 
ficers of the United Mine Workers of 
America declared in New York and 
Indianapolis last night that the out- 
put from the nonunion fields since the 
strike started has not been much in ex- 
cess of 2,000,000 tons. 

The estimate of the department of 
commerce before work was suspended 
,by the miners was that the weekly 
output from nonunion fields would be 
in the neighborhood of 4,000,000 tons a 
week. Other trade authorities 
estimated the probable tonnage as high 
as 6,000,000 tons a week. 

For the week ended March 25 the 
output of soft coal, all pits turning 
out as much as possible as the walk- 
out came near, soared to the highest 
level since December, 1920, with 11,- 
430,000 tons. 
2,000,000 tons, if the union estimates 
are anywhere near accurate, indicates 
how tightly the lock has been clamped 
on. Saturday wasa holiday. Six days 
at that rate would give about 2,500,000 


tons. 
Blames Slow Market. 

From some of the open ‘ghop fields 
in West Virginia and Pennsylvania 
operators report that to some extent 
the curtailed nonunion output is due

John Brophy Suggests

Washington, D. C., April 7.—[Spe- 
cial./]—Appointment of a commission 
composed of an equal number of min- 
ers and operators to investigate the 
coal industry was advocated by John 
Brophy, president of the miners’ organ- 
ization of the central Pennsylvania bi- 
tuminous field, and chairman of the 
nationalization research committee of 
the United Mine Workers of America 
today before the house committee on 
labor. 

‘All groups of bituminous operators 
in the central competitive field have 


now been heard from with respect to 
the conference of operators and min- 
ers suggested by the labor committee 
for next week. None of the operators 
representing important districts ac- 
cepted the invitation without attach- 
ing conditions. 
Illinois Declines Conference. 


Another telegram received by Mr. 
Nolan was that signed by the three 
Illinois coal operators’ associations de- 
clining the invitation. | 

Representative Nolan in commenting 
on the telegram, said that it was evi- 
dent that there would be no conference. 

Mr. Brophy presented figures rela- 
tive to figures of miners in central 
Pennsylvania biturminous fields. These 
figures show that the average earn- 
ings of 31,979 miners in central Penn- 
sylvania for 1921 were $14.60 a week 
and that the average net income per 
miner was $760 per year. The figures, 
he said were compiled from .364 mines 
in fourteen counties in central Pennsyl- 
vania.

Pians for making the University 
Michigan first among all state unt- 
Vversities and second to no other edu- 
cational institution in the United 
States, were outlined last night in an 
address by President Marion L. Burten 
at the annual banquet of the Chicago 
alumni of the institution. thy 
“Plan, not drift,” was the subject 
of his address. He was heard by 500 
members of the alumni association 


who frequently interrupted his se- 
marks with spirited applause. 

Would Attain Front Rank. . 
“America and the United States 
have been made great,” President Bur 
ton said, “not by the abundance of its 
natural resources but by the hopes, 
ambitions and aims of the people. It 
is only by earnest planning and earnest 
endeavor that the University of Michi- 
gan will attain foremost rank among 
the universities of the world.” 
President Burton told how a $5,000,- 
000 appropriation had been obtained 
from the state legislature and outlined 
the university’s plans for the raising 
of faculty and academic standards. 

Intercollegiate athletics as a means 

for the physical development of stu- 
ane lauded by Dean Cabot of the 
school of medicine, one of the speakers 
at the banquet. 
He urged Chicago alumni te con- 
tribute to the $50,000 fund being raised 
for the construction of a swimming 
pool. He spoke of the university's am- 
bition to make swimming a major Big 
Ten sport. 

Favor Chalmers Bill. 2 
Later in the evening the alumni asso- 
ciation went on record as favoring the 
Great Lakes-St. Lawrence seaway 
and the Chalmers bill providing for 
such an improvement.

EDUCATOR SAYS 
MOVIE AND JAZZ

Moving pictures, the automobile, 
jazz dancing—these cause an emotion- 
alism on the part of boys and giris 
which has cut short their intellectual 
development, Prof. M. V. O'Shea of 
the University of Wisconsin declared 
yesterday in an address before high 
school teachers of Chicago.

“The dances of our immediate fore- 
fathers were gymnastic, calisthenic, 
and dramatic,” continued Prof. O’Shea.
